Romulus Schools 
to open Sept. 9 
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In preparation for the dis¬ 
trict’s school reopenings on 
Sept. 9, a crew of 32 Middle 
School students joined Princi¬ 
pal Ed Clark in a two day sum¬ 
mer leadership academy. 

The twin day program pro¬ 
vided students with many op- 
portunities to develop 
qualities that will help them 
do a better job in Middle 
School this year, Clark said. 

He added “I wish we could 
provide summer workshop op¬ 
portunities for all of the stu¬ 
dents.”

Oakley roadway 
adds 4 streets

Romulus roads will get a lit¬ 
tle friendlier in coming weeks/ 
months even if the skies over 
the city do not. 

An enthused Mayor William 
Oakley revealed Monday night 
that four more roadways have 
been added to his 1998 resur¬ 
facing project load, thanks to 
“repaving bids that came in 
lower than anticipated.” 

The Romulus City Council 
awarded the paving jobs to 
Barrett Paving — one of three 
bidders — with a bid of 
$828,839 along with an adden¬ 
dum for an additional $157,485 
for the four new road sites. 

Oakley said after the coun¬ 
cil meeting that the road pro¬ 
jects will probably begin after 
Labor Day. Unlike previous 
years, there will be no Nov. 15 
seasonal cutoff of road work, 
he added. 

The latest to be added to 
this year’s repavement project 
are: McBride (between Shook 
and Ozga); Sterling (south of 
Bibbins); Ball road (between 
Ecorse and Beverly) and Ster¬ 
ling (between Shook and God¬ 
dard). 

Romulus Department of 
Public Works Director David 
Paul stated in his memoran¬ 
dum to Purchasing Director 
Kris Moe “as you recall Barrett 
Paving did our 1997 paving

program and we were very sat- 
isfied with their perfor¬ 
mance.” 

Earlier 13 other Romulus 
road projects were listed for 
work this year. 

They include: Chamberlain 
Street (from Beverly to Cincin¬ 
nati); Washington Street (Bev¬ 
erly road south); Park Place 
(Washington Street east to 
dead end); Washington Street 
(Van Bom south); Essex Street 
(south of Van Bom); Newberry 
Street (south of Van Born); Bid¬ 
dle Street (south of Van Born); 
Brandt Street (Pennsylvania 
North to pavement); Beverly 
Road (Chamberlain Street 
East to asphalt); Beverly Road 
(east of asphalt to Merriman); 
Bibbins Street (Wayne road to 
Goddard Road); Olive Street 
(Goddard Road to Bibbins 
Street, new parking area and 
the driveway of the west side 
of the Romulus Polilce Sta¬ 
tion); and Waynecourse 
(Ecorse Road to Wayne Road). 


Clinton interaction sought 
In pending airline strike

Strike delaying action by va¬ 
cationing President Clinton is 
still being awaited today at De¬ 
troit Metro Airport, following 
urgent messages that have 
been passed on to him by 
Wayne County Executive Ed 
McNamara and Gov. John En- 
gler. 

The zero hour at the 
Romulus-based airport is 12:01 
a.m. Saturday, barring contract 
settlement between Northwest 
Airlines and its pilots (which 
appears unlikely) or action by 
Clinton (which is not a positive 
option although the President 
did block a similar strike 
against American Airlines in 
the past). 

Since this is a highly politi¬ 
cal year, Clinton is getting 
mixed messages from Demo¬ 
cratic lawmakers up for re- 
election - who are urging him 
not to step into the labor dis¬ 
pute; and various midwestern 
governors -- who are pleading 
with Clinton to delay the strike 
because of its disastrous im¬ 
pact on their state’s econ¬ 
omies. 

Most in the Romulus area 
feel like City Councilman Will¬ 
iam Wadsworth (who actually 
works at the airport as a 
County Sheriffs deputy) that 
hopefully some last minute de- 
velopment will block this 
weekend’s possible strike. 

A United Auto Workers 
union member Ken Stewart 
rushed into the Romulus City 
Council meeting Monday night 
and asked that Romulus police 
not join in any strike-breaking 
action at the airport this week¬ 
end, if the pilots do stage a 
walk-out 

Mayor William Oakley and 
Wadsworth informed Stewart 
that unless a serious safety sit¬ 
uation arose city police would 


not be called on to the airport 
grounds. 

Sources close to the bar¬ 
gaining teams feel strong vibes 
that both sides are intent on 
seeing the strike take place. 

Pilot union officials have 
been conducting informa¬ 
tional pickets at Metro Airport 
and its leaders are urging Clin¬ 
ton to stay out of the labor dis- 
pute...since they claim all he 
can do is delay the strike to an 
ever more unfavorable time 
for area residents. 

Both sides are also taking 
out expensive daily news¬ 
paper advertisements explain¬ 
ing their side of the current 
labor dispute. 

Passengers are already 
looking for other flight options 
than Northwest Airlines, in¬ 
cluding traveling to airports 
outside of Wayne County. 

Meanwhile other concerned 


Michigan residents are keep¬ 
ing a watch on the foreign ter¬ 
rorist actions...since further 
actions against U.S. interests 
could heighten even further 
security operations at domes¬ 
tic airports, etc. 

They cite that factor as an¬ 
other reason why Clinton 
should act...saying it would be 
a cumbersome effort to have 
tight security at an airport that 
was in the midst of an emo¬ 
tional pilot strike. 

A long term aspect of the 
current labor strife is also 
what impact it could have on 
the successful completion of 
the massive midfield terminal 
- currently slated for 2001. 

Since union members of all 
types would be used to con¬ 
struct that mega- million com¬ 
plex, both sides will probably 
be treading carefully on the 
possible walkout.

A five-member Romulus 
Brownfield Redevelopment 
Authority board was created 
Monday night by Mayor Will¬ 
iam Oakley and was accepted 
with initial reservations by 
city council members. 

Named to the new board are 
five existing members of the 
current Romulus Tax Incre¬ 
ment Finance Authority 
board: Kevin Warrenton, 
Jeffrey Williams, Michael 
Hoffman, Larry Williams and 
Ron Nash. 

Council members Debbie 
Romak and William Wad¬ 
sworth at first expressed some 
reservations about Larry Will¬ 
iams, since he is not a Ro¬ 


mulus resident. They later 
approved his appointment. 

Williams operates the Preci¬ 
sion Hardware operations in 
Romulus and is a member of 
the TIFA board. He also serves 
as chairman of the Greater Ro¬ 
mulus Chamber of Commerce 
and the local Salvation Army 
Adult Rehabilitation Center 
(located at Ecorse and Mid- 
dlebelt roads). 

The council also created a 
BRA zone that includes the en¬ 
tire city of Romulus, excluding 
the home property of RECAP 
member Sandra Yerman. 

Yerman had asked that her 
personal real estate property 
and the two sites considered to 
be possible deepwell locations 
for Environmental Disposal 
Services be excluded from the 
zone. 


40 Romulus teachers get 
advanced Internet class

More than 40 Romulus school 
teachers spent part of this past 
summer at the high school 
learning new technologies for 
the Internet. 

School Internet instructor 
Phil Rossman stated “there is 
just one problem with the fu- 
ture...it keeps changing.” 

He added “things we 
learned last year will only be 
useful for ‘trivia discussions’ 
in the future. That is why Cur¬ 
riculum Director Thomas 
Dolan provides many profes¬ 


sional development training 
days for all teachers new and 
experienced.” 

Since the Romulus School 
District has connected all its 
schools to the Internet, the 
classes provided staff mem¬ 
bers with different ways they 
could use Internet connections 
in their classrooms. 

The challenge schools face 
today is to find ways to inte¬ 
grate internet access to their 
classroom outcomes. 

The first step of the process 
obviously is staff development. 

Rossman said teachers be¬ 
gan the summer classes learn¬ 


ing what the Internet is, how it 
can be accessed in classrooms 
and how it can be used to com¬ 
municate and research differ¬ 
ent subjects. 

Then the teachers used the 
software applications com¬ 
monly associated with the in- 
ternet, while Rossman 
demonstrated how teachers 
could access resources that 
can be used in classrooms. 

The climax of the session 
was outline how individual 
teachers could set up a world¬ 
wide E Mail address for them¬ 
selves.

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to prevent strike 


Do what it takes 

Saturday six-thousand Northwest Air¬ 
lines pilots are expected to officially “go 
on strike,” virtually shutting down air 
transportation in Detroit and surround- 
: ing suburbs. 

This didn’t have to happen. Pilots 
have been threatening to strike for end¬ 
less months. Saturday signals the end of 
a 30-day “cooling off” period during 
which time negotiations were to take 
place at a feverish pace. It didn’t hap¬ 
pen. Instead both sides have dug a 
deeper trench and have no intentions of 
giving in. 

Management at Northwest seems to 
hang its hat on President Clinton’s inter¬ 
vention. In other words they expect the 
President to step in and announce a 60- 
day hold on a strike as he and others at¬ 
tempt to negotiate a settlement Gover¬ 
nor John Engler is a strong proponent of 
this, but the Michigan congressional del¬ 
egation is vocally urging Clinton to stay 
out of it 

I think both sides and the government 
should be doing everything they can 
to settle this strike. Here are several 
reasons why Detroit does not need 
another strike at this time: 

1. The hub and spoke system that air¬ 
lines currently operate under has made 
Northwest in control of eighty percent 
of the flights at Detroit Metro. A strike 
would make it nearly impossible for 
many business people and travelers to 
get in and out of Detroit. And we 
thought that was a problem with the in¬ 
cessant delays travelers must now en¬ 
dure with Northwest running at lull tilt 
Just wait! 

2. Northwest’s reputation and ability 
to do business has been severely ham¬ 
pered by their inability to operate effi¬ 
ciently At or nearly last in all efficiency 
reports, Northwest has been fighting an 


uphill public 
relations bat¬ 
tle to convince 
Detroit area 
officials that 
they are doing 
all they can to 
get flights in 
and out of Detroit safely and on time. 
The strike will only make matters worse. 

3. A long strike could potentially im¬ 
pact the 2001 opening of the massive 
mid-field terminal Northwest is building 
at Metro. This structure as well as nu¬ 
merous improvements to the rest of the 
airport supposedly will make Detroit a 
showplace for domestic and internation¬ 
al travelers. A strike could put this pro¬ 
ject on hold. 

4. Then there is the damage to the lo¬ 
cal economy, slowly recovering from a 
short, but costly GM strike. A Northwest 
study claims a strike would have a nega¬ 
tive impact in dollars of $700 million in 
the first ten days. That’s only ten days. 
Disturbing reports have indicated both 
pilots and Northwest expect a protract¬ 
ed, up to 300-day strike. Just think what 
that would do to local businesses that 
are dependent upon Northwest? 

Let’s hope cooler heads prevail and 
the work stoppage ends before it gets 
started. The airport and Northwest have 
more important things to worry about at 
this juncture. For instance, many travel¬ 
ers are wary about potential security 
threats. Clinton’s retaliatory missile 
strikes in to Afghanistan and Sudan will 
certainly set off new attempts by rene¬ 
gade Islamic billionaire bin Laden and 
his network of terrorists to strike back. 
Detroit Metro with its many internation¬ 
al flights might be a target. With this 
threat in the air it’s bad timing for a 
strike.

No logical reason to lengthen school year 


Education is the most frustrat¬ 
ing subject to write about because 
few people can discuss it rational¬ 
ly 

The state Department of Edu¬ 
cation’s decision to eventually ex¬ 
tend the year by 10 days is the lat¬ 
est example of basing an impor¬ 
tant decision on a flimsy whim. 

First the decision. According to 
Tuesday’s Detroit Netvs: 

‘The state Department of Edu¬ 
cation requires all public schools 
U> add 10 days to the school year 
by 2006. And meeting the annual 
goals - which include adding as 
many as 50 school hours in one 
year - has complicated contract 
talks, tortured schedules and cre¬ 
ated a convoluted formula that 
ties the hours a child is in school 
to inflation.” 

Why? Again according to Tues¬ 
day’s Detroit News: 

“Supporters of more classroom 
time say American students lag 
behind students in other coun¬ 
tries, who historically outperform 
U.S. students on performance 
tests. But some education experts 
doubt measures such as Michi¬ 
gan’s will help students that much 
unless they are combined with 
other efforts.” 

To explain this point, the News 
drags up someone who points out 
that the school years in Ger¬ 
many and Japan are longer. 

Usually that’s enough to make 
the public and educational policy 
makers starry-eyed. Problem is, 
while it’s correct that German stu¬ 
dents spend more time in school 
than American students, German 
students perform worse on inter¬ 
national tests. 

Here’s how The Economist re¬ 
ported the German students 
scores on the “Third Intemation-

al Study on Maths and Sciences” - 
- the test that blew President Clin¬ 
ton’s whig 

“The Germans, in turn, were 
shocked by their pupils’ mediocre 
performance in the tests. Their 
pupils did only slightly better 
than the English at maths, 
coming 23rd out of 41 coun¬ 
tries. In science, the English 

surged ahead (though not the 
Scots) while the Germans were 
beaten by. among others, the 
Dutch, the Russians-and even the 
Americans.” 

The Japanese students only 
scored well at math. 

In fact, results from the study 
showed that time spent studying 
has nothing to do with perfor¬ 
mance. The Economist said: 

“A popularly-held view has it 
that ’’opportunity to learn” is the 
key to educational success-ie, the 
more time children spend on a 
subject, the better they do at it 
Alas, the evidence so far is not en¬ 
couraging for the proponents of 
this theory. Taking the twelve 
countries which both took part in 
and also had their average teach¬ 
ing hours measured in the recent 
study of school management, 
there seems little correlation be¬ 
tween time spent on a subject and 
performance of pupils in tests. 

Young Austrians spend exception¬ 
ally long hours on maths and sci¬ 
ence lessons; for them, it pays off 
in higher test scores. But so do 
New Zealand’s teenagers - and 


go on vacation at all if a major 
policy initiative is planned? Very 
strange indeed. 

We are told that the targets 


they do not do any better than, 
say, Norwegians, who spend an 
unusually short time on lessons in 
both subjects.” 

In other words, the longer 
school year will have little to with 
improving student performance. 

So what will? Of all the 
changes, what works best in the 
world’s schools? 

Rmny that nobody in the pub¬ 
lic school system ever asks, but 
the answer, according to the The 
Economist’s story, is teaching 
methods. Common factors appear 
in top scoring countries, includ¬ 
ing: 

“Much more time is spent on 
the basics of arithmetic than on 
more general mathematical top¬ 
ics such as handling data; Pupils 
learn to do sums in their heads 
before they are taught to do them 
on paper; calculators are usually 
banned; Standardized teaching 
manuals, which are tested exten¬ 
sively in schools before being 
published, are used widely; A 
method known as ‘whole-class in¬ 
teractive teaching’ is used widely. 
The teacher addresses the whole 
class at once, posing questions to 
pupils in turn, to ensure they are 
following the lesson. . . . Finally, 
great efforts are made to ensure 
that pupils do not fall behind. 
Those that do are given extra 
coaching.” 

If you haven’t notice, these 
methods are all out of favor in 
Michigan schools, thanks to the 
Department of Education, which 
isn't concerned with what works. 

It’s more interested in experi¬ 
menting with unproven solutions 
on our children, who are appar¬ 
ently thought of as guinea pigs.

As I headed west on 1-94 
from Metro Airport last Satur¬ 
day, I viewed a large billboard 
for Senator Loren Bennett pro¬ 
claiming he was ...

Michigan Cleaner”. If the gen¬ 
tleman Senator simply means 
that he cleans his teeth daily, 
that’s fine.

have also felt the effects. 

While there are several pos¬ 
sible explanations for what’s 
going wrong with East Asia’s 
economies, one point of con¬ 
cern is the failure of the re¬ 
gion’s governments to properly 
regulate their financial insti¬ 
tutions. These banks operated 
under implicit guarantees that 
they would not be allowed to 
fail, and many poor invest¬ 
ments were made as a result. 

At best, economic growth 
will be stagnant or negative in 
several Asian countries for the 
next one to three years. At 
worst, economic difficulties in 
the region could result in po¬ 
litical crises that threaten 
global prosperity and peace 
into the 21st century. 

In the best of times, Inves¬ 
tors, policymakers and busi- 
ness managers face 
uncertainty. But trouble in 
Asian markets significantly 
raises the level of risk. 

It has been predicted that 
the crisis could have serious 
implications for the U.S. econ¬ 
omy. 

For the United States, the 
most important effects will 
come in the arena of interna¬ 
tional trade. In 1996, for exam¬ 
ple, trade with East Asia 
accounted for 30 percent of the 
U.S. market for exported 


goods, while accounting for 40 
percent of U.S. imports. 

Changes in Asian interna¬ 
tional trade patterns will af¬ 
fect the U.S. economy well into 
1999, and perhaps beyond. 

Manufacturing will bear the 
brunt of the shock. 

It’s likely that the current 
situation will see a shift in 
focus in the U.S. economic ex¬ 
pansion - away from business 
investment, exports and manu¬ 
facturing and toward personal 
consumption, housing con¬ 
struction and services. 

Even if the East Asian re¬ 
cession turns out to be worse 
than expected, it seems un¬ 
likely to undermine the lively 
U.S. economic expansion. 

But the potential further 
widening of the already large 
U.S. trade deficit could sow 
the seeds for the next U.S. eco¬ 
nomic recession. 

Ultimately, the willingness 
of foreigners to finance this 
deficit may determine 
whether strong U.S. economic 
growth can continue.

Son inherits father’s coaching job at Robichaud High

The Bob Yauck era at Robic¬ 
haud High School has ended. 

The Bob Yauck II era will 
begin on Sept. 4 when the Bull¬ 
dogs take to the gridiron and 
face nemesis Grosse lie. 

Yauck, the dean of the area 
high school football coaches, 
stepped aside after 35 years 
as head football coach at the 
Dearborn Heights high school. 
He wanted, but was not 
granted one more year to 
coach. The administration re¬ 
fused to grant him his wish. 

One of the most successful 
coaches in the state of Michi¬ 
gan, and a member of the 
Michigan High School Associa¬ 
tion’s Hall of Fame, Yauck pro¬ 
duced a cadre of professional 


football players, including for¬ 
mer University of Michigan 
running back Tyrone Wheat- 
ley, and has not had a losing 
season for almost two decades. 

“Everyone knows that I love 
football, and I love coaching," 
said Yauck by telephone Mon¬ 
day night. “But I have no other 
choice at this time. Believe me, 
it hurts, but there were no 
other options.” 

Yauck’s teams have won 75 
percent of their games in the 
last 15 years and during the 
1990 campaign, with Wheatley 
in the backfield, Robichaud 
captured the Class B state 
championship. 

Yauck’s son, Robert Yauck 
II, has been named to head the 
program that his father so suc¬ 
cessfully built and guided over 
the past 3 1/2 decades. It won’t 


be easy to follow in his father’s 
footsteps, Yauck admits. 

“It would be a challenge to 
keep the winning tradition 
alive, but my staff and I have 
accepted that challenge,” said 
the rookie coach.” 

The newly-appointed coach 
also played for his father’s 
teams during the late 1970s 
and was an All-State defensive 
lineman. He went on to star at 
Northern Michigan University 
and helped the Marquette 
team reach the national play¬ 
offs three of the four years that 
he was in the lineup. 

The 1998 Robichaud lineup 
has some - but not many- short¬ 
comings that the new coach 
will have to address. But he 
has the entire offensive line 
intact. The preseason roster 
has tackles Larry Young (6-5, 


270), Theodore Daniels (6-3, 
210); guards Justin Orr (5-11, 
263), Richard Howard (5-10, 
210), center Michael Young 
(6-1, 235) and ends Tommy 
Lang (6-2, 260) and Tyrone 
Lofton (6-1, 240) listed. 

That means Yauck will not 
need to tinker with the scheme 
of things. 

Yauck also has inherited 
from his father’s team one of 
the better quarterbacks in the 
area in senior Quantre Riley, 
who has a strong passing arm 
and also is a fast-stepping ball¬ 
carrier. Last year, Riley passed 
for 700 yards. 

Riley will also be used on 
defense as a comerback. 

Daniel Jarrett, an outstand¬ 
ing athlete, will back up Riley 
at the QB slot, but he is being 
groomed as the split end. 


Glued-fingers Robert Jones, a 
5-9, 160-pound senior is the 
flanker. 

Fullback Raymond Rapley 
returns to the lineup and 
brings three years of experi¬ 
ence to it. He’s a senior that 
checks in at 5-8,190. There is a 
battle being waged between 
Ray Brown (6-2, 210), Levi 
Peopples (6-0, 170) and Steve 
Scott (5-10,175) for the starting 
tight back slot. 

The Bulldogs will open up 
the 1998 campaign on the 
home turf against a team that 
has caused them problems in 
the past. They’ll face the Is¬ 
landers, who have beaten 
them in the opener the last two 
times out. 

“It’s important,” says Yauck, 
“to get off to a good start.

Also, it is my personal opin¬ 
ion that the quality of pitching 
today is so far inferior to when 
the great Ruth hit his 60 
homers in 1927.

Zebras get a new beginning, new playbook, but a familiar goal - win!

Wayne Memorial welcomed 
back Floyd Carter as head 
football coach with a smile last 
week. 

Zebra football fans have not 
had much to smile about these 
past few autumns after their 
favorite team has struggled on 
the gridiron. Wayne finished a 
dismal 1-8 a year ago and in 
the cellar of the tough Mega 
Conference, Red Division in 
1997. 

Even Carter admits that the 
climb from the cellar toward 
the top will be a hard and long 
climb. But he is very eager to 
begin the task. 

“There are some excellent 
teams in this division,” Carter 
noted, singling out Belleville, 
Monroe and Dearborn High 
among the primary frontrun¬ 
ners in ‘98. “We have some 


competent and reliable 
players that I feel have the po¬ 
tential of playing with any 
team in or out of our league. 

“But we have a lot of work to 
do before we are ready.” 

Carter also was quick to say 
that “It’s great to be back.” 

Although the veteran coach 
really had not traveled too far 
from the local gridiron - he 
served on former Wayne coach 
Chuck Howton’s staff a year 
ago and also was the head 
coach at neighboring Dear¬ 
born Heights Crestwood after 
he left the coaching job at 
Wayne Memorial, Carter has 
always had his fingers on the 
pulse of football at Wayne. 

“I don’t even want to think 
the number of times I have 
gone down to the Flats and 
climbed back up,” said Carter, 
who also played for the Zebras 
back in the 1950s. 

“When coaching gets in your 


blood, it’s hard to get out,” Car¬ 
ter says. 

Of the 36 players who 
turned out to greet Carter on 
the first day of practice, 22 are 
seniors and all 22 had seen 
some playing time during last 
year’s campaign. 

The 22 may have to learn - or 
relearn - some new plays and 
new schemes, but the players 
are ready to shed their losing 
image, Carter stressed. 

“These kids know it isn’t 
going to be easy. They know 
what is waiting for them, but 
let me tell you this - when they 
run on to that field, they will 
be ready to play. Believe me 
they will.” 

Carter won’t have to tinker 
much with his backfield. He 
has junior Shane Nowak, who 
started as a sophomore, re¬ 
turning at quarterback. Two 
players with quick enough feet 
- Terry Turner and Cameron 


Mingo - are also returning as 
running backs and Kwame 
Hampton, although he saw 
only limited action, is also an¬ 
other solid candidate for the 
running back slot. 

Two solid athletes - Jaw- 
uante Dawson and Eric Wojie - 
bring experience to the full¬ 
back position. 

Wayne’s offensive line 
should be greatly improved 
thanks to veterans Phillip 
Beckert (5-10, 192) and Chris 
Balek (6-2, 212) who are the 
probable starters at guard; 
Ryan Czyzak, a 6-1, 240-pound 
senior is being switched from 
guard to one of the tackle spots 
and he is being joined by im¬ 
movable Steve Barber, a 6-7, 
335-pound senior. 

Barber could make the un¬ 
derdogs the team to watch in 
‘98, if he fulfills his potential. 

Carter is grooming Nick 
Scott (6-1, 250) as the tight end, 


while 6-1, 212 pound junior 
Mike Shaw will anchor the line 
at center. 

The coaching staff is looking 
at two prospects for the wide 
receiver’s job. Jamaul Sim¬ 
mons (5-11, 182-pounds) and 
Jermaine Garner (5-11,150) are 
the candidates. 

Wayne’s kicking game, fa¬ 
tally flawed in the past, also 
should be improved thanks to 
Jeremy Overton and Willie 
Perryman. Wojie also will get 
an opportunity to show that his 
toe is solid. 

Carter’s staff will consist of 
Dewie Cole, Doug Mack and 
Matt Howton - all veteran strat¬ 
egists who have helped design 
the past Wayne playbooks. 

Carter also says that last 
year’s 1-8 record is very decep¬ 
tive in that Wayne was in most 
of the games it played a year 
ago. The Zebras lost to Dear¬ 
born on a last-second field

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neighbors protest auto parts store approval 

Law compels Westland City Council to 
approve Autozone's site plan

Jack Boyd needed rest, not 
stress. He had chemotherapy 
scheduled the next day. But 
stress or not, the venerable 
Westland resident wouldn’t let 
his neighbors down. He ap¬ 
peared up at last week’s city 
council meeting to continue a 
year long fight to keep Auto¬ 
Zone, an auto parts chain store, 
out of his neighborhood. 

At the meeting, AutoZone 
asked the city council for ap¬ 
proval of a site plan to build a 
7,235-square-foot store at the 
corner of Wayne and Bock 
roads and to rezone the re¬ 
mainder of the 6.1-acre com¬ 
mercial property into a 4.7- 
acre subdivision containing 
small lots -- lots that many 
neighbors insist are too small. 

A year ago Boyd, who lives 
in Marquette Village, had cir¬ 
culated a petition signed by al¬ 
most all of the neighbors that 
helped convince council not to 


rezone a nearby residential lot 
to allow AutoZone to build 
there. Neighbors rejoiced, 
wrongly assuming that council 
had prevented the auto parts 
store from moving into the 
neighborhood. 

AutoZone came back this 
year after purchasing a com¬ 
mercial lot. As owners of a 
commercial lot, they are le¬ 
gally entitled to build an auto 
parts store in compliance with 
the city’s regulations and 
building code. 

Nevertheless, the neighbors 
decided to protest, and Boyd 
circulated another petition, 
garnering about 75 signatures, 
by his count. 

At council, he said, “I’m an 
old man representing the streets 
in the neighborhood.” On 
behalf of the neighbors he 
protested the destruction of 
trees, plants, and animals and 
the potential drop in property 
values that neighbors ex¬ 
pected the store to cause. 

“We went around on this 


last year on the other side of 
the street,” said Tina Simpson, 
whose family lives on Bock. 
The community doesn’t want 
this. We addressed you last 
year about all the abandoned 
buildings in Westland, now we 
have more abandoned buildings.” 

She suggested siting Auto¬ 
Zone in one of the many vacant 
buildings; and urged council 
not to rezone the remainder of 
its property to residential. 

“There’s not enough room 
for homes,” she explained; ad¬ 
ding that city employees prom¬ 
ised her and her neighbors 
before they bought their 
homes that there would be no 
more new homes in the neigh¬ 
borhood because the only va¬ 
cant property was landlocked. 
“Otherwise we would have 
gone to another part West- 
land,” she said. 

Several more citizens 
voiced pointed complaints. 

The complaints were an¬ 
swered by Brian Amann, attor¬ 
ney for AutoZone, who told the 


residents the facts of life. He 
said, “The city’s hands are 
tied. Their only decision is: 
does our site plan meet per¬ 
mitted uses?” 

It not only meets permitted 
uses, it exceeds them,” said 
Tod Kilroy, the city’s planning 
director. 

Councilman Trav Griffin, 
who pointed out that failure to 
follow the law would probably 
result in an expensive lawsuit 
that the city would lose, made 
a motion to approve the site 
plan. 

“If we turn it down, the 
courts will let them do it. 
That’s an absolute because you 
can’t deny the rights of a prop¬ 
erty owner.” 

According to Griffin, the city 
did the best it could to protect 
the neighbors. Homes will be 
buffered from the auto parts 
store and any new homes. And 
commercial expansion would 
be checked. 

Only council members Jus¬ 
tin Barns and Chuck Pickering 


voted against the site plan, 
which passed 5-2, with council 
members Glenn Anderson, 
Sandra Cicirelli, Griffin, Rich¬ 
ard LeBlanc, and Sharon Scott 
voting in favor. 

Though Pickering favored 
approving AutoZone, he voted 
“No” because he concluded 
that nothing would be gained 
by creating the subdivision 


against the neighbors’ wishes. 
Barns voted “No” because she 
agreed with the neighbors: 
Westland has too many auto- 
related businesses. 

Residents applauded the 
dissenters’ votes, then left in a 
funk. 

“I have a poor opinion of 
Westland,” said Simpson. “I’ll 
be gone.”

IRS offers storm relief deduction 


Individuals who suffered dam¬ 
age and losses in the severe 
storms that swept through metro 
Detroit July 21 and 22, may be eli¬ 
gible for expedited tax refunds 
from the Internal Revenue'Ser- 
vice. 

President Clinton has declared 
Wayne and Macomb counties a 
major disaster area in the wake of 
those storms. As a result individ¬ 
uals in the two counties who suf¬ 
fered losses during that July 
storm Might qualify for this spe¬ 
cial tax treatment 

A special tax law provision al¬ 
lows these victims to claim their 
uninsured disaster casualty losses 
either by filing an amended tax 
return for 1997, or when they file 
their 1998 income tax return. 

To compute a casualty loss, the 


taxpayer will need a list of the 
property lost or damaged, and the 
value of the property before and 
after the casualty The amount of 
the tax deduction is generally the 
difference between the value of 
the property before and after the 
casualty reduced by any insur¬ 
ance or other reimbursement In¬ 
dividual taxpayers also reduce 
the amount by 10 pereent of their 
adjusted gross income and must 
itemize deductions to claim a ca¬ 
sualty loss. 

Two free publications are 
available to help taxpayers com¬ 
pute their deduction. Publication 
547,. “Disasters, Casualties, and 
Thefts (Business and Nonbusi- 
ness)” and Publication 584, “Non¬ 
business Disaster, Casualty, and 
Theft Loss Workbook,” can be or¬ 


dered by calling toll-free (900) 829- 
3676. They can also be down¬ 
loaded from the IRS page on the 
World Wide Web. The address is 
http://www.irs. ustreas.gov. 

Taxpayers filing claims for 
losses should put the words 
“Michigan Disaster” at the top of 
their returns and on their en¬ 
velopes to help the IRS identify 
these claims and hasten their pro¬ 
cessing 

Affected victims may also get 
help and information at the IRS 
office in downtown Detroit (room 
2040 in the McNamara Federal 
3uilding, 477 Michigan Ave.) Mon¬ 
day - Friday from 8 am. - 4 p.m., or 
they may call toll free (800) 829- 
1040.
